W a sh in g t o n, November 27th.—The reg­ 
ular m eeting of the Cabinet was held to­ 
day. 
A ll the members were present. 
The 
President’s message, as far as completed, 
was read and unanim ously approved. It is 
said to be an unusually strong paper, con­ 
taining m any new and valuable sugges­ 
tions. The question of attendingthe iuneral 
of Vice-President Hendricks was consider­ 
ed, and two or three members of the Cab­ 
inet said it would be alm ost impossible for 
them to leave the city just now, without 
neglecting many matters which it is im ­ 
portant should be settled before the meet­ 
ing of Congress. 
The President expressed 
his determination to attend the funeral. 
H is message was almost ready, and could 
be easily finished on his return from In­ 
dianapolis. 
The Postmaster-General and 
the Secretaries of War and Navy said their 
reports were ready, and 
thought they 
would he able to accompany the President. 
The Secretary of State also thought he 
could arrange to go with the party. 
The 
other members, however, said the affairs 
of their departments would prevent their 
leaving the city. 
It was finally decided 
to leave the matter to each member, with 
the general understanding that all who 
consistently could go would do so. 
The 
party w ill probably leave here on Monday 
morning. 
The deiails of the trip have 
been placed in the hands of Colonel La­ 
m ent, and have not yet been completed. 
T h e P r e sid e n t S h o u ld N o t I-ea v e W a sh ­ 
in g to n . 
I n d ia n a p o l is, November 27th.—I n con­ 
nection with the announced intention of 
the President to attend Hendricks’ obse­ 
quies on Tuesday next, the Journal of to­ 
morrow will say : 
“ W hile the citir.ctis of 
Indianapolis and the State oí Indiana 
would be both proud and pleased to meet 
the President of the United States, for 
whom a plurality of them cast their votes 
a year ago, with such honor and respect us 
the proprieties of the sad event of the 
funeral of the late Vice-President would 
C 
ermit, and while the friends and neigb- 
ors of Thos. A. Hendricks fully appre­ 
ciate the honor that would be done his 
memory by the presence of the Chief 
Magistrate 
here 
on 
Tuesday 
next, 
the Journal

that it believes Cleveland 
should 
not 
leave the W hite House at this juncture 
to make the journey. The dangers incident 
to a necessarily rapid movement <)‘f a sp e 
cia! railway train should not be hazarded 
by the President, whose life and active 
services arc now peculiarly valuable to the 
whole people. 
There are too m any risks 
attending the trip. As was remarked when 
the honored Vice-President was so sudden­ 
ly taken away, it is the unexpected tint hap­ 
pened ; and against the un exp fct.6, and. 
we trust and believe, the improba’.. -, it is 
Mr. Cleveland’s imperative duty to take ail 
proper precaution. 
The country lias gone 
through, successfully, many perils during 
the last qua (er of a century, but the line 
has on more than one occasion been drawn 
to its highest tension. 
There 
should 
not 
be a possibility o f another strain, 
if human 
precaution 
can 
prevent it. 
Every honorable citizen of the country, re­ 
gardless of party faith, will pray for the 
life and health of the President, who stands 
alone now as the embodiment of constitu­ 
tional power and authority, and from the 
m oment he should leave the Capital until 
he reached it again in safety, the country 
would be in a patriotic unrest and uneasi­ 
ness. 
The Journal feels free to make this 
statement as a Republica’n newspaper, and 
as one against whom the charge cannot be 
made that it would do or say anything 
against the largest possible measure of 
honor to the distinguished dead. 
But Mr. 
Cleveland is not his o w n ; lie is not his 
party ; he cannot follow merely the dic­ 
tates of his personal or political friendship.

T h e P r e sid e n c y o f th e S e n a te. 
W a sh in g t o n. November 27th.—A caucus 
of Republican Senators will Ire held Friday 
and Saturday o f next week, at which a 
President pro tempore of that body will be 
nominated. 
The three candidates will be 
Sherman, Ednnrnds and Logan. 
W hile 
neither of these gentlemen will discuss the 
subject, .and will take no personal part in 
the contest, it is not believed than any one 
of them would decline the honor of the 
nom ination. Senator Logan’s friends say 
that as he was the choice of the Republican 
party for the office of Vice-President, it is 
fitting that Ire should be elected bv the 
representatives o f that party in the Senate 
to the office o f President pro tempore. H is 
opponents say tlrat his defeat by the people 
for Vice-President should preclude the idea 
of electing him to an office in the succes­ 
sion of a Democratic President, Senator 
Edmunds’ supporters say that he should 
be elected President pro tempore, because 
be filled that office creditably during Ar­ 
thur’s administration, and a refusal to 
elect him would be construed as a vote of 
disapproval of his fornrcr sevices as presid­ 
ing officer. 
The enem ies o f the Vermont 
Senator say that he rendered the Republican 
ticket in 1884 little or no service, and that 
he is not entitled to any especial honor at 
the hands o f his associates. 
They add, 
furthermore, that having once been chosen 
President pro tempore of the Senate, he 
should be w illing now to step aside for a 
new man. 
Sherman's supporters demand 
the place for him, on the ground of his 
long term of service in Congress and his 
devotion to the Republican party. Sher­ 
man served in the House of Representatives 
six years before the war, and he has been 
a member of the Senate since 1861, with 
the exception of four years when lie was 
Secretary o f the Treasury under President 
Hayes. 
In the last Congress, Sherman felt 
him self aggrieved, because, in the form­ 
ation of the committees, he was not re­ 
stored to his old place as Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, a position filled bv 
Senator Morriil. of Vermont. 
It is urged 
that the wrong done him then should now 
be righted by m aking him President of the 
Senate. 
Jt is possible that any one ol the 
three gentlemen named may refuse to be a 
candidate, in the event that a stubborn 
contest seems probable. 
Sherman, Logan 
and Edmunds are each considered as avail­ 
able candidates for the Presidency in 1888, 
and the first-named may decide that it will 
be to his political advantage to remain in 
the arena of debate upon the floor of the 
Senate.

This m orn­ 
ing she received a som ewhat lengthy letter 
from Miss Cleveland, sister of the’ Presi­ 
dent, but on account o f its personal char­ 
acter, declined to give it to the press.

before dark. Bishop Knickerbocker, of toe 
Episcopal Church, called, and with Mrs. 
Hendricks went into the darkened cham ­ 
ber, where the body of her husband was 
vaguely discernible, aud prayed fervently 
and earnestly. 
To her friends she gave a 
loving account of her husband’s iast hours, 
what he was doing and what he said about 
ordinary affairs, there not being any apnre 
hension on the part of either o f a sudden 
fatal termination o f his illness. 
When 
lying on the bed, only a few hours before 
his death, he read several papers, and a 
few chapters in the book, “ Lazarus of Lon­ 
don. in which lie appeared to be much 
interested, and discussed with her the 
book 
and 
the 
dispatches 
in 
the 
papers. 
H e wanted to be at work, answer­ 
ing the letters of personal friends, but she 
urged that lie should remain quiet, in ac­ 
cordance with the physician's instructions. 
She talked calm ly of these things, but 
when she attempted to teil how. after leav­ 
ing him cheerful and almost tree from pain 
for a minute, she returned to find him cold 
in death, she broke down completely, and 
wept alm ost hysterically. 
But after a time 
she grew calm again, and expressed her 
appreciation of the kindness of her friends 
and neighbors, and citizens generally, who 
n:»;l reiitvtd her of so ruuch care and 
anxiety in matters appertaining to the 
funeral.

A ny 
oue who reads the telegram s in a daily 
new spaper now adays m ust w onder w hat is 
to become o f our girls. 
B ut a few days 
ago we read of a bright young lady who 
hud been a hom e m issionary for the Pres­ 
byterian church, and who drow ned herself 
after w riting a letter of despair, in w hich 
she said : “ T here is no G o d !” T his young 
lady had a hom e and frien d s; she was well 
educated, w ith all th e benefits of a Chris­ 
tian training. 
B ut she was proud-spirited, 
am i w hen adversity cam e preferred death 
to the hum iliation of hard w ork for self­ 
support. 
It is a com m on thing to rend of the elope­ 
m ent of a young w om an w ith h er father's 
coachm an, or w ith som e one else th an a 
m an of her station, 
i t is not an uncom ­ 
m on thing to hear that young w om en have 
disappeared from hom es of com fort to re­ 
appear in the vanities and allurem ents of 
th e great cities. 
Perhaps the m ost pitiful 
of all cases are those w hich tell of young 
w om en's struggles against adversities, and, 
failing to find help, seeking rest in self­ 
destruction. 
One such ease was reported 
in th e New Y ork papers. A young wom an, 
cast aside by an unfaithful husband, goes 
out into the world to seek a living, wanders 
to New Y ork and tries to sustain herself by 
sawing. 
She fails in this, loses her hom e 
because she cannot pay th e rent of her 
m iserable tenem ent, goes to a hotel, stuffs 
up the crevices in th e w indow s and doors 
of iier room , turns on the gas and suffo­ 
cates like a drow ning rat in a hole. 
These are sad facts, b u t we read them too 
often. 
T here is bu t one explanation for 
them —our girls are not properly brought 
up. T hey are no t educated to be self- 
reliant, industrious, practical and patient. 
Tho edueation at school is superficial, and 
at hom e it is insufficient. 
Instead of m ak ­ 
ing them tit, for the battles of the w orld in 
an em ergency th at m ay com e to any one in 
life’s vicissitudes, their hom e education too 
often gives them an entirely w rong im pres­ 
sion of w hat th e future has in store. A 
good, plain, old-fashioned grandm otherly 
talk to the girls of the day would do them 
m ore good than a course in a fashionable 
sem inary. G irls should be told the tru th 
about them selves and about th e world. 
T hey should know som ething of the p it­ 
falls and snares th at beset them . 
They 
should know the beauty of true w om an­ 
hood in its sim plicity, ita constancy and its 
purity. 
T he highest am bition a girl can have is 
not to shine in social circles, not to roll in 
w ealth, not to be honored m ore than her 
sister or friend, but to enjoy pure w om an­ 
hood, to be fitted to m ake a hom e w ith 
surroundings happy and joyful, and yet to 
be prepared if necessary for life's bitterest 
struggles. 
T he v ung w om an who is best 
equipped for this w*>rld is one who has 
seen som ething of the shadows as well a3 
th r sunshine o f every-day life, who knows 
w hat poverty is. w hat w ork is and what 
true happiness is. 
T his experience is open 
to every one w ho w ishes to find it. 
Give 
the girls life's practical lessons—lessons 
th at once learned are never forgotten. 
Let 
them visit the workshops, and let them 
carry hope and com fort to poverty-stricken 
hom es. 
Give them a course at th e cooking 
school, or in the kitchen at hom e. 
Let 
them begin w here the m other began h a lf a 
century ago, and we Fhall have a genera­ 
tion of girls - strong, self-reliant, hopeful, 
am bitious and successful in every station.

S u n l i t R o o m s . 
No articles of furniture should be put in 
a room that will not stand sunlight, for 
every room in the dwelling should have 
the windows so arranged that sometime 
during the day a flood of sunlight will force 
itself into the apartment. 
The importance 
of admitting the light of the sun freely to 
all parts of our dwellings cannot be too 
highly estimated. 
Indeed, perfect health 
is nearly as much dependent upon pure 
sunlight as it is on pure air. 
Sunlight 
should never be excluded except when so 
bright as to be uncomfortable to the eyes, 
and daily walks should betaken in bright 
sun6bine. 
A sun bath is of more import­ 
ance in preserving a healthful condition of 
the bodv than is generally understood. 
A 
sun bath costa nothing, and that is a mis- 


idea th at those things only can be good or 
useful w hich cost m oney. 
B ut rem em ber 
th at pure water, fresh air and su n lit hom es 
k *pt free from dam pness, will, secure you 
fr >nt m any heavy bills o f doctors and give 
yon health and vigor w hich no m oney can 
procure. 
It is a w ell-established fact that 
the people who live m uch in the sun are 
usually stronger and m ore healthy than 
those whose occupations deprive them of 
sn n lig h t; and certainly there is nothing 
strange in the result, since the sam e law 
applies w ith equal force to every anim ate 
thing in nature. It is quite easy to arrange 
an isolated dw elling so th a t every room 
m ay be fiiled w ith su n lig h t som e tim e in 
th e day, and it is possible that m any town 
houses could be so built as to adm it m ore 
light than they now receive.

C". a sight was once witnessed bv some 
one from an elevated point on the Sierras, 
lh e reader who bas ever ascended the Su- 
perga, at Turin, w ill recall the m agnificent 
view, and be able to understand the good 
fortune of an observer (Forbes) who once 
had tiie opportunity to w itness thence this 
phenom enon, and under u nearly cloudless 
y'. " I P ^ 'i v e d , ” he says, “ iu thesouth- 
west a black shadow , like th at of a storm 
aoout to break, w hich obscured the Alps. 
It was the lu n ar shadow com ing towards 
u.s*. *■ confess it was the m ost terrifying 
sight I ever saw. 
A s alw ays happens in 
ca.-es of sudden, silent, unexpected move­ 
m ents, the spectator confounds the real and 
relative m otions.

A m ong th e m agnificent im portations of 
wraps designed for every occasion, from the 
bew itching opera cloaks of tinted plush 
trim m ed w ith cape collars and falling frills 
of duchesse lace, to the rain cloaks of Scotch 
tweed, buttoned from chin to skirt hero, 
are show n som e elegant novelties in riding 
m antles. 
These long, luxurious w raps are 
cut in the old French surtout fashion and 
m ade of w hat is called “ O riental” plush, 
th e fabrics show ing stripes of superb deep 
colors in olive, w ine and gold. 
The gar­ 
m ents cover the dress entirely, and arc 
w arm ly lined. 
A deep collar and culls o f 
plain plush arc usually added, m atching 
one of the colors of th e stripe. 
O thers are 
trim m ed w ith wide hands of natural beaver.

They form elegant 
and serviceable dresses, and can be m ade 
to look very rich by the addition o f hand­ 
som e je t trim m ings or a m ixture o f plain 
velvet or satin.

T he fact has developed th at w hile Cali­ 
fornia has a vast am ount o f fruit in the 
a "greSate, the proportion o f first-elass fruit 
is com paratively sm all. Those who planted 
orchards and vineyards in form er years, in 
som e instances, did not pay sufficient a t­ 
tention to choosing only the choicest varie­ 
ties, and in others th e varieties w hich have 
since been found m ost desirable and profit­ 
able had not become know n, or could not 
be obtained. 
A t all events, the fact is u n ­ 
deniable th at a very large per oent. of the 
trees and vines now bearing in this State, 
produce such ordinary fruit that it is not 
attractive nor 
salable, either for hom e 
m arket or for shipping purposes. 
It is 
difficult for a fruit-grower, who lias trees 
th u s in full bearing, but not of best or m ost 
salable varieties, to “ turn back the dial,” 
and com m ence over again. 
It is the only 
w ay, however, to success. 
If the grow er 
has not the best varieties he cannot get the 
best prices for his fruit, and as the m arket 
for th e great bulk of California fruit m ust 
be at the East, and as only th e best quality 
will pay for shipm ent, or be in d e n ia n d .it 
results th at all classes of fruit not up to the 
standard w ill be w ithout m arket or re ­ 
m ap erative value. 
T here are m any orchards and vineyards, 
how ever, which are capable of yielding 
first-class fruit, w hich by lack o f proper 
care and cultivation, pruning, etc., are at 
present below the standard. 
In all such 
cases intelligent husbandry m ust take tjic 
place ot neglect and ignorance, and the re­ 
su lt will be both prom pt and profitable. 
If the varieties m ust be im proved, then the 
shortest road to rem unerative production— 
if th e stock of trees or vines are healthy— 
is by grafting. 
T here is already a large 
am ount of this work being done, both in 
trees and vines, but as the dem and for only 
first quality of lrtiit becomes constantly 
m ore m arked, a very large portion of ex­ 
isting orchards and vineyards will be thus 
treated. 
T he subject as to the best m ethods 
of conducting this work is one receiving 
m uch investigation and discussion. 
T he 
I’asaderm valley Union thus speaks of a 
new process of grafting: E xperience has 
taught m any valuable lessons. 
T his fact 
has been proved by D r. O. H . C'ongar, who, 
in endeavoring to im prove his vineyard, 
has discovered a process of grafting that 
surpasses an) thing know n to the science of 
budding. 
H e first conceived the idea of in ­ 
serting the scion into the parent stock bv a 
m ethod identical w ith th at know n to m e­ 
chanics as the m ortise and tenon. 
To ae 
com plish this he invented a sim ple de­ 
vice, w hich, after several im provem ents, 
is 
now 
placed 
before the public as 
th e 
“ U niversal G rafting Device.” 
Dr. 
Cougar has 
used 
this 
process on his 
own 
and several other vineyards and 
orchards w ith 
m arvelous results. 
He 
show ed up this week a grape stock from 
th e vineyard of L. R. V ineend th at was 
grafted on a M uscat stum p o f eight years' 
grow th. T he scion was inserted less than 
five m onths ago, and d uring th at tim e had 
grow n 5 | inches in circum ference at the 
base,w ith three m ain canes, each 35 inches 
in circum ference. 
These were heavily 
loaded w ith grapes, and the branches anil 
foliage covered an area of eight feet. 
An 
apple branch of rem arkable grow th was 
also show n. 
By this system of grafting a 
very close 
conform ity 
to the 
natural 
grow th of the tree or vine is produced. 
Dr. C’ongar has over f,00 vines grafted by 
this m ethod th at have m ade a large and 
healthy grow th. 
It w orks equally well on 
all kinds o f fruit trees. 
From w hat we 
have seen of its w orking we feel fully ju sti­ 
fied in predicting that this device is to sup­ 
plant all others, and will be found one of 
the m ost useful aids our fruit-growers can 
avail them selves of. Som e o f its advantages 
are th u s n o te d : 
1. A continuous and undeviating contact 
of th e “ alburnum ,” or sap-carrying bark, 
of th e scion w ith the stock grafted of nearly 
11 inches. 
2. Its applicability to all sizes and kinds 
of stocks, excepting sm all nursery grafting. 
A lm ost any intelligent person—boy or 
girl—can be instructed in a few m inutes in 
its successful use. 
4. No failure need result from its use if 
care is exercised in bringing the alburnum 
of th e scion in contact with th at o f the 
stock grafted. 
5. The oldest vineyards are as easily con­ 
verted into new varieties as the youngest. 
0. Great economy in tim e by its’use. An 
old vine is as quickly grafted as a voting 
one; or, it is equally available for the old­ 
est tops of all deciduous fruit trees. 
7. D ouble th e n um ber o f scions can be 
set w ith this device after a little practice as 
by any other know n m ethod, in a given 
tim e. 
8. Double and treble the grow th will be 
obtained in the first and second seasons 
over those set by other m ethods.

12. T he union of the scion an d stock 
takes place by w hat is know n in hum an 
surgery as by “ first intention,” and ¡3 
th u s secured by entirely excluding th e air 
and external m oisture in the m echanical 
nicety of fitting one to the other. 
YOUNG BEEVES. 
E very year, about fat-stock-show tim e, 
th e subject of the age a t w hich beef an i­ 
m als can be m ost profitably ripened, and 
a t w hich they produce the best beef, conies 
up for discussion; 
an d every year there is 
division on the question of w hether that 
age is reached at two years, or w hether it 
is an im possible feat to produce u perfect 
beeve at th at tim e. 
One party descants on 
th e m eanness ot baby beef, w hile the other 
jeers at th e idea of w asting grain on a four- 
year-old steer. 
Both parties have ground 
for th eir positions, w hile betw een the two 
is a golden m ean w hich the intelligent 
feeder will find both satisfactory and profit­ 
able. 
E arly m aturity is a great desidera­ 
tum , yet it is reasonably certain th at the 
average feeder will not produce a good 
beeve a t two years. How ever, it will no t do 
to say th at nobody can do this. I’rof. Brown, 
of th e O ntario experim ent farm , claim s 
th at it is possible to m ake good beeves, 
w eighing over 1,400 pounds, lit for ex­ 
portation at tw enty-one m onths. 
O f the 
idea of forcing m aturity a t the earliest pe­ 
riod possible, he says : “ it is sound ration­ 
ally, because it m eans greater progress, 
m ore enterprise, m ore rapid circulation of 
m oney, and a general w ell-doing; and it 
is sound in farm practice, because it im ­ 
plies 
a 
better system , m ore 
scientific 
knowledge, greater returns and the invest­ 
m ent of m ore capital in the business. 
1 nquestionably it has som e objectionable 
features, but they are of im m easurably 
m in o r im portance.” 
T he professor thinks 
we are com ing to ju st such production. 
All w ill agree th at the tendency of the 
tim es is very strongly and very properly 
tow ard early m aturity—but farm ers and 
stockm en are hardly ready vet to substi­ 
tute the tw enty one m onths calf for the 
three and four-year-old beeve.—[N ational 
Stockm an.

T H E CAUSE OK P E A K -BL IG H T. 
The. studies of Professor .1. C. A rthur, of 
the New Y ork experim ent station, upon 
the subject of pear-bliglit, have brought to 
light m any valuable (ai ts. 
H e has pretty 
well dem onstrated th at th e disease is 
caused by living germ s w hich are deposited 
upon the tissues of th e new grow th or the 
m oist surface of th e fioral organs. 
We 
quote 
Professor A rth u r’s 
ow n 
w o rd s: 
“ These germ s can live and m ultiply indefi­ 
nitely in any dam p spot w here there is 
decom posing vegetable m atter. From such 
places they are raised into the air w hen dry, 
or are carried up by moisture-. 
From the 
air they lodge upoii the trees, and w hen 
the conditions are favorable, pass into th e 
tissues and cause the blight. 
T he eondi-

tender tissues, such as are found w ithin 
the flowers and at the ends of expanding 
shoots in sp rin g ; and (2) a m oist atm os­ 
phere. 
No varieties are entirely blight- 
proof, bu t the disease spreads so slow ly in 
som e that they receive little injury, espe­ 
cially when not m aking too rapid grow th. 
T he reason w hv the blight, w hen seen in 
Ju ly and later, does not pass directly from 
one 
lim b 
to another, or 
from 
one 
tree to another, is 
because, in the first 
place, 
the germ s cannot escape, being 
confined by the bark, or else escape in a 
viscid exudation w hich holds them firm ly 
to g eth er; and in th e second place, there 
are very few places on the tree at this 
season where the surface tissues are suf­ 
ficiently tender for them to find an en­ 
trance. 
Does not all this suggest som e 
thoughts regarding preventives and reme* 
* dies? Do no t force the trees into too rapid 
grow th by heavy fertilizing or otherw ise. 
Place no confidence in sulphur, lim e, or 
washes and 
applications 
of 
any sort. 
Prom ptly rem ove every trace of the disease 
a foot or m ore below the low est spot where 
it shows, and burn the branches. Professor 
A rth u r has also show n conclusively th at the 
blight w hich attacks the apple and quince 
is the sam e as the pear-blight. 
H e has 
further proved by experim ent that the 
bacteria w hich are th e probable cause of 
th e disease, m ay live and m ultiply in in ­ 
fusions of corn-m eal, hay, barnyard m a 
, IJU* , UUi il > OJU UUl 
nure, green fruits, starch, etc. 
These facts 
should 
em phasize 
the 
im portance 
o f 
prom ptly burning all diseased branches 
rem oved from th e trees.—[Our C ountry 
H om e. 


THE PROKIT FROM PRUNE-GROWING. 
AA e published a statem ent recently as to 
the success and profit acquired in prune- 
grow ing in this State, referring then to the 
prune orchards of Senator R outier and 
others. 
T he 1‘ress and Horticultural has the 
follow ing utxin the sam e su b ject: If any 
orchardist doubts the desirability o f the 
French prunes as a safe investm ent for a 
certain future to come, wc refer him to E. 
J. K napp, of Carpenteria, who has ju st 
m arketed this season a crop from one acre 
and a h alf of land. In planting an orchard 
six years ago, Mr. K napp only set out 200 
prune trees, not know ing how well they 
would thrive. 
From the verv first they 
have been vigorous and thrifty, needed btit 
little care, and they com m enced bearing the 
first year. 
This, the dry season they have 
had to contend w ith, had seem ingly no 
bad effect on them , and each tree was liter­ 
ally loaded w ith fruit. 
After the gathering 
and drying, ju st completed, Mr. K napp 
found he iiad four tons of dried fruit, ail 
in as prim e, acceptable condition as any 
foreign prunes ever in m arket. C. C. H unt 
bought the whole crop at once, the price 
being 125 cents per pound. 
This, from an 
acre and a h alf of land, is a pretty com forta­ 
ble profit, and the figures not exaggerated iu 
the least. 
A s California dried prune? are 
equal, if not superior, to im ported varie­ 
ties. they m ust com m and a wide and per­ 
m anent m arket. 
T he prune, though the 
favorite of all dried fruits, is a decidedly 
eccentric and difficult tree to suit in soil 
an d clim atic conditions, and attem pts to 
tran sp lan t it have utterly failed everyw here 
else but in California. 
U nder these cir­ 
cum stances it is im probable that future 
prices or dem and can be less th an now. 
though an advance is likely. Even a t a net 
profit of less th a n half th e present retail 
pnce, say five cents per pound, a sm all fam ­ 
ily could live very com fortably from the 
incom e of six acres, w hich would be $1,000 
a year, or at the present retail price. ¿1.000. 
In the Santa C lara valley ntanv families 
gain th eir entire living front the" profits of 
their prune orchards, five and six acres in 
size, and their children do all th e picking 
and drying. 
A five-acre tract of land r £ 
cently sold by H on. A llen H enry, adjoin­ 
ing Chico, has been prepared tor prune 
trees, the land thereabouts being rich and 
ju st suited for th e purpose. O ther orchards 
are to be set out in th at locality, and we 
expect th e business will be quite exten­ 
sively engaged in. 


TH A T CITR U S F A IR . 
Chico new spapers are crying loudly for ti 
citrus fair. 
T he cheek o f som e California 
tow ns is iron-cem ented. 
Chico is a nice 
place and a rich one, but she don’t raise 
oranges, lim es and lem ons enough to stock 
a one-horse peanut shop at a fourth-cluss 
railroad station.—[Orange T ribune. 
Oh, let them have a citrus fair if they 
w ant one. 
T he Sacram ento valley last 
A pril claim ed to furnish th e oranges that 
took the gold m edal a t New Orleans.— 
[R iverside Press. 
T here is nothing m ore appropriate nor 
desirable than th at of holding a citrus lair 
at Sacram ento. E very class o f citrus fruit 
raised at Los Angeles or R iverside can be 
successfully duplicated 
at 
Sacram ento, 
M arysville, Oroville, and in the w arm belt 
o f the foothills to the east and south of 
that place. 
Not only that, but such a fair 
could be held here nearly or quite a m onth 
earlier in the season th an at" Los A ngeles 
or Riverside, as the new crop of oranges 
from that locality now in m arket fully 
show s. 
T he first ¡licking of the new crop 
is already in our m arkets, and the quality 
is equal to any raised in California. 
There 
has been no such general or extensive 
planting of citrus orchards in central or 
northern California as further south, but 
the quality of th at grow n, and the success 
of the industry here, is not excelled else­ 
w here in the State. 
Yes, by ail m eans let 
us have the citrus fair, and invite our 
neighbors o f the southern part of the State 
to attend it, and open their eyes to our 
full equality w ith them .

I lie success acquired in raisin-grow ing 
in California is noticed by th e American 
Grocer, and certainiy gives a very flattering 
prom ise th at we will not only become a 
great raisin-producing country", but event­ 
ually take the lead in quality as well as in 
volum e o f supply.

It is conceded th at California pro­ 
duced in 1884 som e raisins that were supe­ 
rior to like grades fiotn Spain, but the 
average of the 1884 crop was not equal to 
the im ported. 
In packages tliov arc ahead, 
largely due to the efforts o f W illiam T. 
Colentan & Co. to have boxes of uniform 
size, appearance, and tastefully decorated, i 
T here is a m arked advance in tfic character 
and quality of this year's fruit, and we feel 
confident th at if the conscientious efforts of 
this season are continued the average q u al­ 
ity of the California raisin supply will 
rank 
equal to M alagas, and tlrat the 
State will send 
to 
m arket stock th at 
will rival the finer grades from Spain. 
T he M alaga crop this year, especially the 
better or tancv grades is unusually fine. 
A nd yet we have exam ined loose M uscatels 
and London layers from the Florea 1 V ine­ 
yard, and fine Dehesas in fancy cartons, 
from the Hedgerow V ineyard, in Califor­ 
nia, th at in appearadce aiid flavor were 
equal to like grades of M alaga. 
W e were 
surprised at the superior quality, uniform ! 
size and general appearance of th e fruit, j 
because other California brands bad disap- i 
pointed us in those respects. T his show s ! 
th at discrim ination and a know ledge o f ; 
brands is necessary if the buyer w ants to j 
secure good fruit. 
T he neat an d artistic! 
labels and trim m ings o f the boxes will ¡ 
jdease the average A m erican better than 
the som ew hat gaudy pictures and tinsel 
trappings o f M alaga fruit. 
T here is cer­ 
tainly a big future ahead for California 
raisins, provided there is an earnest and 
conscientious effort to im prove. 
We cer­ 
tainly w ish the industry great success. 


THE CUKCULIO PEST. 


W e gave in the R ecord-U nion not long 
since a description of the curculio w hich j 
has been so destructive to the plum crop at 
th e East. 
It appears th a t a m ethod for | 
overcom ing this lu st has been found, and i 
great rejoicing is "the result. T his is no less j 
good new s to the fruit-growers of this coast, i 
tor the curculio will no doubt soon find its 
way here, and its work has effected com ­ 
plete destruction of the plum crop until 
very recently. 
The Journal o f Agriculture 
m akes these rem arks : “ Eastern horticult­ 
urists are rejoicing now in their complete 
trium ph over the curculio,w hich had about 
driven the plum out of the m arket. 
The 
Gardener a Monthly sm acks its lips over a 
1 w hole half bushel ’ of delicious fruit, and 
speaks of the curculio as a thing of the past. 
It behooves all lovers of fine fruit to encour­ 
age scientists in the investigation into the 
causes and cure of yellow s in peaches, 
blight in pears, rust in blackberries, etc. 
A nd everybody should engage in a com ­ 
m on w arfare aga n st caterpillars, codiin 
m oths and the borers, so destructive to the 
apple, the m ost useful of all fruits o m m. 
Let science trium ph, let an ything trium ph, 
but let us have fruit, plenty of it. to use 
and to sell, and tlie hum an fam ily will 
both healthier and happier." 


A exchange says th at thousands of tons 
of cheese are m ade in France from the 
m ilk of sheep, w hile m ilk front th e goats 
is used for the sam e purpose in G erm any. 
In European m arkets such cheese brings 
the highest prices, and th e dem and is al­ 
ways equal to the supply. 
A correspondent ot th e Farm arid Garden 
says: “ My grapes were rotting badly. 
At 
one tinte 1 thought I should lose h a lf of 
them 
I show ered them with a preparation 
m ade ot carbolic acid one-fourth ounce 
and w ater twelve quarts. T his was verv 
effective and stopped the rotting at once. 
A ponltry-breeder says : One of the best 
preventives against lice in the nests of 
sitting hens is tobacco refuse, such as the 
sweepings of cigar factories. 
By the use of 
such, w ith coal-oil un th e roosts and the 
frequent dusting of all parts of the poultrv- 
house w ith insect pow der, there need be ño 
fear o f lice. 


A pickle fam ine is threatened this w in­ 
ter. 
The present supply at th e East is »et 
down at •'0,000,000, one-half onlv o f w hat 
is needed for the E astern trade. T he W est­ 
ern crops have suffered, am i heavy advances 
are looked for. A good profit is to be m ade 
in California in grow ing cucum bers for 
pigkling purposes. 
A. S. Fuller, of New Y ork, savs it is evi­ 
dent th at th e influence o f the" pollen in 
straw berries extends not only to the seed 
and fleshy receptacle, o r fruit, bu t to the 
stalks and entire p lan t. T he influence of 
pollen is so great in m any instances as to 
change the size, form, color, and even the 
flavor of the fruit*. 
A com pany has been form ed and incor­ 
porated in W ashington T erritory to m an ­ 
ufacture beet sugar. Tw enty-five thousand 
tons of beets , per an n u m have been con­ 
tracted for, at $4 50 per ton. 
Mr. Meeker, 
th e Superintendent, says he raised 05 tons 
to the acre on W hitejrlver land last season, 
as against 11 or 12 tons j>er acre grow n in 
G erm any. 
Set your grape vines, in depth, according 
to your soil. 
It rich and deep set deep ; if 
poor und shallow do not set" deep. Vines 
planted in rich soil, even if planted deeply, 
will root and find tood and m oisture in the 
soil, hut in a shallow soil, if set deeply, 
there is no food for the p lan t to reach, aiid 
they w ill surely dam p off and fall.—[Farm 
and G arden. 
A t the sale of Mrs. Shoem aker's herd of 
Jerseys in New Y ork the follow ing are the 
best prices realized : 
A bull calf, son of 
Black Prince of Linden, sold for $5.000; 
Fill l'ail Second, a 4-year-old cow. brought 
$1,000; the bull- Black I’rince of Linden, 
went at $1.750; th e cow W estphalia sold 
for $1,100, and the funious cow Oxford Kate 
sold for $3,250.

UNIVERSITY. 


In other columns this morning we print 
a sermon delivered by Rev. Horatio Steb- 
¡>ins, 
D. 
D., 
at 
San 
Francisco 
on 
the 
Ibid 
instant 
on 
the scheme 
of 
the 
Leland 
Stanford, 
Junior, 
U ni­ 
versity, just endowed by Mr. and Mrs. 
Stanford. 
It will fully repay for perusal. 
It is cne of those calm and logical but 
earnest reviews that command respect and 
suggest thought. 
T)r. Stebbins considers 
the grantors of the gift as the natural pro­ 
duct of a new epoch of human aflhirs and 
of modem thought; an idea that has sug­ 
gested itself to other minds, but has not 
before found expression nor been dearly 
thought out. 
The men of the class re­ 
ferred to are representative of the age, hut 
in a higher and broader sense represent the 
essential divisions of the age which arc set 
off and distinguished by the thought that 
molds the civilisation of the hour. The 
age Itas produced 
other representative 
men, but only a few, who by tlierr acts and 
foresight 
have 
indicated 
what 
the 
tendencies of the hour must lead to, and 
who have lal>ored to meet the future, if 
the expression is j>erniissible. 
The ages 
give birtli to new epochs of thought, as 
Dr. Stebbins so well says, hut these often- 
est struggle into other ages before they are 


asm mi la ted with the economy of civiliza­ 
tion. 
Hut the thought 
of 
the new 
epoch, now 
referred 
to, 
is 
to 
be 
given vitality and active being by the 
foresight of ttovernor Stanford. 
The cen­ 
tral thought of the hour and the day 
among thinking men is how liest to ad­ 
vance the general intelligence and fortify 
the civilization of our country against the 
menace of ignorance, distrust and jealousy 
that finds expression in destructive theo­ 
ries of socialism and communism. 
I)r. 
Stebbens says: “ We live in a jieriod of so­ 
cial <li-' 'intent. 
Taking men a- they are 
the possession of vast wealth 
brings witli it the idea of power, rather 
than the idea of responsibility ; the notion 
of right rather than the notion of duties.” 
H e then proceeds to point the truth 
th at between these ideas is the choice to 
the student of human nature, whether he 
will retire to the citadel of self will, the 
rule of which is “ I do as I will w ith my 
own." or w hether “ he will go forth unde­ 
fended in the genial air and climate of 
human feeling.” 
The latter has been the 
choice of the founder of the new school 
th at is to arise from the springs of his un 
selfish and lavish bounty. 
This convic­ 
tion leads the speaker to exclaim, “ 1 ap­ 
plaud our citizen that his great successes 
have increased his sympathies with his fel­ 
low men. 
1 applaud him and esteem him 
nio-t happy, that, in times of passionate 
prejudice or envious calumny, his good 
genius of patient silence has never deserted 
him , and that his firm confidence in the 
substantial honesty of men and their ca­ 
pacities for higher and higher good has 
never been disturbed. 
I congratulate him 
th at in the sobriety of reason and faith he 
has been able to appeal from the caprice of 
the present to the judgm ent of future gen­ 
erations, and intrust his deeds and his mo­ 
tives to the im partial opinions of man­ 
kind 1 
1 take his proclamation and mani­ 
festo as a whole, as it is on pa(>er, if you 
please, and in imagination I unfold its 
purpose as it shall lie unfolded by the fos­ 
tering e-are of a lil>eral age, and I see in it 
the fulfillment of Berkeley’s prophetic 
hym n shadowing forth the coming great­ 
ness of the new world : 
•• T here sh all be sung a n o th e r golden age. 
T h e rise o f em pire a n d o f arts. 
T he good an d great in sp irin g epic rage 
T he -wisest h ead s a n d noblest h earts." 
Dr. Stebbins, w hile offering no detailed 
opinions regarding the educational scheme 
of the great benefaction, then proceeds, as 
recognition from the pulpit of the event, 
to review it as it-- importance justifies. 
It 


is not our purpose to mar the thoughtful 
and scholarly exposition that follows by 
any synoptical statem ent of it. 
W e invite 
a full and careful reading of its measured 
and profoundly suggestive lines. 


DR. CARPENTER. 


Scienoe and medicine lost a devoted 
friend in the death of Dr. W o . B. Car­ 
penter. 
Few men have done as much in 
modern days for the profession of their 
choice as this distinguished man. 
It is 
not mere formal comment to speak of him 
as eminent. 
H e came of a family of emi­ 
nent persons, endowed by nature with rare 
gifts for the benefiting of their fellow-mcn- 
It was his father whose household laws 
were, “ early rising, neatness, courtesy,” 
and whose home produced sons and daugh* 
ters every one of whom became prominent 
in science, or as philanthropists. These 
children were Susan, Mary, Anna, William 
Benjamin, R usm?1I Lant, and Philip. 
All 
were compelled in early life by rude cir­ 
cumstance to work, and to work hard. 
They learned precisely what self-depend­ 
ence means in all its fullness. 
Mary, as a 
philanthropist, l*ecame known throughout 
the civilized world ¿ Philip rose to high 
distinction in scientific walks, and W illiam 
became eminent in medicine, while the 
others all lived to high purpose and the 
good of man. 
As a student of medical 
jurisprudence Dr. Carpenter attracted wide 
attention at an early age. His “ Principles 
of General and Comparative Physiology ” 
became immediately on issuance an au­ 
thority. 
H is “ Principles of Human Phy­ 
siology ” ran through seven editions, and 
a companion work through four. 
His 
work on “ Alcoholic Liquors” is better 
known to the general public than anything 
he produced. 
He was widely known 
as President of the “ British Association 
for the Advancement of Science,” and 
also as a 
writer on 
many 
scientific 
topics in cyclopedias and public journals. 
H is works are all simple in style, concise, 
clear, and to students are especially at­ 
tractive. 
His researches have added large­ 
ly to the fund of medical lore, and to him 
we are indebted for a number of valuable 
discoveries. 
He died recently at the age 
of 74, from the result of an accident that 
happened while he was pursuing scientific 
investigation. 
He was vigorous, and hut 
for :his accident it is altogether likely that 
he would have added still more to the 
debt of gratitude the world owes him. 
Monuments are raised to soldiers and states­ 
men, poets, orators, and public benefactors, 
and as one of this latter class the monu­ 
mental shaft will beereetedto the memory 
of Dr. Carpenter. 
But a fur more endur­ 
ing monument in his honor exists in the 
works he gave to the world and the ad­ 
ditions he made to the sum of human 
knowledge. 


T h e war against Rev. Dr. Crosby is red- 
hot in New York. 
The good doctor takes 
the same view tliat is advocated in the 


R e c o r d - U n i o n , that high license is the 
speediest and liest remedy for the unprece­ 
dentedly rapid growth of the liquor traf­ 
fic. 
The noted divine is very bitterly as­ 
sailed by the prohibitionists for his course, 
hut he has such courage as springs from 
deep conviction, and lie keeps “his end tip” 
with wonderlul vigor. 
lie has been a life­ 
long advocate of temperance, and now, 
finding prohibition growing less and less 
possible, lie has opened a crusade against 
non-regulation, by advocating such 
a 
license system as will blot out two-thirds 
of the drinking booths of that Gomorrah. 
There is reason to believe that he willsnc- 
ceed. Among men in New York who have 
to this time given the drinking customs of 
the country little attention there is a grow­ 
ing disposition to put in operation some 
sort of machinery to choke off th e 'th o u ­ 
sands of vile resorts where crime 
is 
hatched, the poor are poisoned systemati­ 
cally, and wretchedness and misery made 
to order. 
\\ ith all such, the question is 
an economic one, however, for they find 
that the burdens of municipal government 
are increasing in exact ratio with the in­ 
crease of intemperance. 
W hile they view 
prohihition as impracticable, they believe 
regulation is not.

In no land is there greater wealth of fine 
hooks for the holidays, than are given to 
the people each festival season from the 
book press of America. Some of these, out­ 
side the beautifully-printed and richly- 
mounted volumes of standard histories, 
political works and 
art volumes, and 
which are almost countless in their variety, 
are before us. 
For the Christian reader, what could be 
more acceptable, for instance, than Rev. 
Dr. Thompson's 
“ The 
Land and the 
Book." 
It is a royal octavo of over 700 
pages of large, clear print, and profusely 
and richly illustrated. 
(New York; H ar­ 
per & Brothers.) Dr. Thompson was forty- 
five years a missionary in Syria and Pales­ 
tine, and his book, written with the en­ 
thusiasm of a sincere Christian, the grace 
of a finished scholar, and the practical 
style of a close and careful observer, treats 
of the Holy Land. It is a series of biblical 
illustrations drawn from the manners and 
customs, the scenes end scenery of that 
region. 
From John B. Alden.New York,we have 
two more octavo gilt-top volumes of the 
works of John Ruskin, selling at $i 30 
each. The first embraces “ A Joy For­ 
ever,” “ Muñera Pulveris,” “ Unto 
this 
Last,” “ The Two Paths" and “ The Storm 
Cloud 
and the other, “ Poems." “ Eagle's 
Nest,” "Sesame and 
Lilies,” “ Golden 
River" and “ Pleasures of England.” 
Kus- 
kin ranks among the foremost of prose- 
noets; but few readers are aware that in 
his early years ho gave promise of high 
excellence as a poet, in the ordinary aciep- 
tation of the word. He, however, gave 
up verse-making before he had fairly 
passed from youth 
to early manhood. 
The three lectures entitled “ The Pleasures 
of England,” were delivered in 1884, by 
Ruskin, “ during his second tenure of the 
Slade Professorship." 
The clever little 
fairy story of “ The King of the Golden 
River,” was written in 1841, when the 
author was twenty-two. 
“ The Eagle’s 
Nest,” or “ Lectures on the Relation of 
Natural Science to Art." were delivered be­ 
fore the University of Oxford in 1872; and 
“ Sesame and Lilies." suggestive essavs on 
education, were originally put forth in 
1865. “ A Joy Forever,” consists primarily 
of a couple of discourses delivered nearly 
thirty years ago, the subjects being "T he 
Discovery and Application of Art and The 
Accumulation and Distribution of Art." 
“ Muñera Pulveris," literally translated, 
means “ The Gifts of the D ust;" but the 
scope of the book is indicated by the sec­ 
ondary title, “ Essays on the Elements of 
Political 
Economy.” One of the very 
latest of Rtiskin's lectures, delivered at the

Nicholas,” the youths' illustrated maga­ 
zine (Vol. X II., November, 1884, to April, 
1885, and May, 1885, to October, 1885). 
Mary

Dodge, 
the 
editor, 
has 
achieved wonderfnl success in the conduct 
of this monthly magazine, and among the 
boys and girls of America it is a great 
favorite. The best artistic skill ana the 
best literary talent of the whole country 
are drawn upon for the pages of this work. 
The volume contains no less than thirteen 
serial stories and papers that are illustrated, 
and a host of short stories by such writers 
as Frank Stockton, Julia Schaves, Nora 
Perry, Laura E. Richards, Rachel Caren, 
Mary Halleek Foote and others. 
Besides 
these are poems by the late Helen H unt 
Jackson, W hittier, Lucy Larcom, 
Mrs. 
Piatt, C. G. Rossetti, Helen Cone, Palmer 
Cox and other gifted writers; and also 
pages of music, papers about animals, his­ 
tory, art, science, travel, etc. 
The two 
books are elegantly bound. 
For housewives, books devoted to house­ 
wifery will be particularly acceptable in 
the holiday season as gifts, even though less 
handsome in appearance than usual holi­ 
day books. 
Here, for instance, is Mrs. 
W ashington's “ Unrivalled Cook-Book ami 
Housekeeper's Guide,” issued by Harper it 
Bros., New York. 
It is largely compiled 
from private sources. Am ong’ the others 
are 200 creole receipts from a family in 
which they have been heirlooms for over a 
century. 
No other cook-book has been is­ 
sued wtli so complete a list of creole re­ 
ceipts. 
The volume embraces English, 
Scotch, French. German, Italian and Rus­ 
sian receipts. The list of Russian soups 
will be found to be especially new to Amer­ 
icans, as also many of the Italian monastic 
dishes. 
It is a compact volume of 029 
pages. The volume treats also of cleaning 
preparations, cookery for camping out. 
bottled drinks, toilet and medicinal re­ 
ceipts, dietary for infants, invalids etc.

E d s. R e c o r d - U n io n : 
I see by Thurs­ 
days R e c o r d - U n i o n that the subject of 
rain measurement is touched on again. 
Now, I do not know of any gauges any­ 
where but have as great a difference in the 
amount measured as there is in Sacra­ 
mento. This was the case during the late 
storm in Los Angeles. 
The rainfall for 
five days being reported by one observer 
5.01 inches; another reporting 3.84 inches. 
Take the rainfall in San Francisco for De­ 
cember, 1882, for instance. 
The Signal 
Service was 5.03 inches ; Angel Island, 1.77 
inches; Alcatraz 
Island; 
2.19 inches; 
in Oakland, same month. Central Pacific 
Railroad .77 of an inch ; James H utchin­ 
son. 1.14 inches. 
Now, on the afternoon of the 17th there 
was no rain of consequence fell near my 
gauge, while it was pouring down all the 
afternoon near the Signal office, which is 
the cause of the greater part of the dis­ 
crepancy, but not all of it, for more rain 
naturally falls there. 
I do not think the 
elevation of tliegauge m akesany difference, 
and think that the hypothesis of an in­ 
crease in the size of the drops in passing 
through the moist air a mistake.

C ondition o f a ll th e lievees—W h at 
th e J ettj W ork s h ave D one—T he 
R iv er C h a n u eis— Etc. 


A reporter yesterday called upon Street 
C om m issioner Nielsen, to ascertain w hat 
he had to say in regard to th at portion of 
th e late G rand Ju ry 's report, w hich says: 
A t th e in tersectio n ot th e front levee in th e 
b ack -w ater or Y -street levee, w e w ere greatly 
surprised to see th a t no p art of th e large sum of 
m oney voted for an d collected h ad been used 
in raising it, in accordance w ith the proposition 
su b m itted to a n d carried by a large m ajority of 
th e electors a t th e special election last year. 
W e are o f th e opinion th a t an y o th er p a rt o f th e 
w ork voted for at th a t tim e w ould nave been 
b e tte r left undone th a n this. 
We found th e Y- 
street levee som e seven or eight feet low er th a n 
th e F ront-street levee, w ith w hich it c o n n e c ts: 
a u d w hile it is tru e th a t th e levee in D istrict 
No. 1 is betw een it an d th e river, a n d th e ra il­ 
road em b an k m en t on R street is betw een it a n d 
th e larg er p art o f the city, yet we regard it as a 
g reat oversight on th e p art o f th e City Trustees 
to h av e left it in its unfinished co ndition u n til 
th is tim e. T h e levee in D istrict 1 is no p art of 
o u r system , is sm all- a n d w eak com pared to 
ours, a n d over it th e city h as no control. T he 
railro ad em b an k m en t on R street has several 
trestle openings, ren d erin g it alm ost useless as 
a levee. 
We are unanim ously o f th e opinion 
th a t a t th e earliest p ractical m om ent th e Y- 
street levee should be raised not less th a n six 
feet a n d thoroughly p lan ted w ith B erm uda 
grass. 
Mr. Nielsen said he had read the report 
carefully. T he G rand Ju ry were taken over 
th e levees, north and east of the city, with 
an engine placed at th eir disposal by S u­ 
perintendent W right. 
It seems 
rather 
strange, he added, th at som e one, if not 
all three, of the Levee Com missioners were 
not invited to accom pany them on th at 
tour of inspection. 
If any one of th e 
Trustees had been allowed to accom pany 
them , no doubt the wisdom of the form er’s 
policy in constructing and m aintaining the 
¡evees w ould have been explained, under­ 
stood. fully appreciated and indorsed, and 
the report, as published, w puld not have 
been m ade. 
H e understood th at before 
finding indictm ents it was generally rula- 
ble at least to exam ine witnesses, take evi­ 
dence, and then come to conclusions. 
In 
this m atter th at usual routine seem s to 
have been entirely ignored, and the Board 
of Trustees censured and condem ned w ith­ 
out a hearing. 
T he G rand Ju ry —a t least 
th at portion of it who are residents of this 
city, and especially th e Forem an and Sec­ 
retary of th at body— should know m ore 
about-the levees and th e w ork done upon 
them by the present Com mission than tbeir 
report would indicate. 
They know full 
well th at the special tax was for the pu r­ 
pose of protecting our city from overflow, 
and was to be placed w here it was m ost 
needed and would afford the greatest pro­ 
tection. T his was done, and up to the tim e 
of th e appearance of the report referred to 
it was conceded by all th at the work had 
been well done, and our citizens were satis­ 
fied, expressed full confidence in the levee 
system , and regarded them selves perfectly 
secure from flood. 
It was the wish of the 
people to first protect them selves against 
the encroachm ents of the A m erican river, 
and Mr. Bassett, the City Engineer, who 
had 
the entire confidence of the peo­ 
ple, directed w here and how the m oney 
should l>e expended. T he w ork was started 
on the north levee, and the sam e m ade se­ 
cure. strong and high to the upland beyond 
Brighton. 
W ork was also done on the 
front levee, w hich was m ade higher and 
broadened to such an extent that there is 
now 110 fears of floods from either of the 
rivers. 
W hile the Y -street levee m ight be 
raised to the bight of those north and west 
of the city, the Com m issioners never con­ 
sidered it unsafe, and do not so consider it 
now. 
T he front levee 011 the Sacram ento 
before the recent additions, was scarcely, if 
any. higher than the Y-street levee is at 
present. T he Y -street levee, in com pari­ 
son w ith the Front-street levee, is not near­ 
ly so high, and a levee of its flight on the 
n o rth side of the city would not be con­ 
sidered of sufficient size or strength ; but 
any person who will take tim e to investi­ 
gate the m atter seriously, and w ill do so 
w ith a m ind free from bias and no inclina­ 
tion to find fault, m ust confess th at th e Y- 
street levee is as able to w ithstand overflow 
or back water, as is the present north levee 
to w ithstand the force of the running and 
w ashing currents of the A m erican. 
The 
report adm its that the front and n orth levees 
are sufficient to resist the currents of the 
rivers they defend us from, but says the Y- 
street levee should he of equal hight and 
strength. 
H e said it takes a strong cable to hind a 
giant, b ut a sm aller cord will control and 
subdue a youth. 
T he G rand Ju ry , or a 
portion of it at least, cannot have taken 
these things into consideration, and hence 
signed a report condem natory of a Com­ 
m ission whose every art in this m atter has 
been to put the greatest strength where it 
was the m ost needed. 
To him , he said, 
the work recom m ended by the G rand Ju ry 
was useless, from the fact that there was 110 
necessity for it. 
A dm itting th at the levee 
in D istrict No. 1 should give away, as 
stated in their report, tlie water would not 
flow up-hill to Sacram ento, there w ould be 
no current in this direction, bu t the w aters 
would press southw ard, and have a tend­ 
ency to pull aw ay from the levee instead of 
forcing against it. 
In the event of a strong 
w ind, as we 
had 
it once 
during an 
overflow before the construction of the 
Y-street levee, it would not wash the 
latter as it did the K-street levee. T he 
Y-street levee is covered 
thickly w ith 
a m atted grow th of Berm uda grass, and a 
thick grow th of willows, that will w ith­ 
stand the waves, and protect it in its en­ 
tirety from the heating waters. T he citv 
paid" T urton & K nox, last year. $500 to 
plant B erm uda grass upon the north levee, 
but it would take a very close observer, 
w ith a m icroscope o f pow erful lens, to find 
a blade of it growing. 
In case of an over­ 
flow south ot the city, our citizens would 
suffer 110 inconvenience, from the fact that 
we have a pum p on Y street, between 
Seventh and Eighth 
streets, capable of 
throw ing over tiie levee 500,000 gallons of 
w ater an hour. T hat pum p is ready to 
start at a m om ent's notice, kindling-w ood 
and fuel are under the boiler, and all we 
have to do is to touch a m atch to the tinder 
and it is ready for service. 
If the G rand Ju ry had desired to know 
w hat had become “ o f the large sum of 
m oney” they speak o f.it w ould have been 
a very easy m atter for them to have called 
at the office o f th e City A uditor, w here a 
strict account is kept of each and every ex­ 
penditure. 
They would have had no difli- 
culty in finding all the inform ation they 
desired, an d no doubt, by such and sim ilar 
investigations—for instance, interview ing 
the City Engineer upon the subject—would 
have largely added to their stock of know l­ 
edge upon levee work, the principles of 
hydraulics, and the econom ical use o f pub­ 
lic funds. 
Last year, the Trustees thought it was in 
the interest of the city to m ake their tax 
levy as light as possible. They thought tiie 
levees were sufficiently strong, and hence 
did not burden th e already overloaded tax­ 
payer w ith a levy for th at purpose: 
and 
th eir action was com m ended by all. There 
are several hundred dollars rem aining in 
the levee fund, and if it is required on the 
Y-street levee, it shall be placed there. 
Sonic years ago the people voted a special 
tax to im prove the levees from Brighton to 
Y street. 
It was generally understood by 
those w ho voted for the tax that it m eant 
the enlargem ent of the levee from Brighton 
along th e north levee an d dow n the Front 
to Y street. Tiie citizens then were strongly 
opposed to any cross levees, and w ould not 
vote for one. 
T he Board of Trustees then 
in power construed [it differently, and in ­ 
stead of putting the m oney w here the peo­ 
ple supposed it was going, w ent to work 
and b u ilt the Y -street levee. 
T he levees are now all th at could be de­ 
sired. 
They, of course, require constant 
w atching and caie, and this is given them 
by the Com mission. T he levees are all 
sufficiently high and strong enough. 
The 
whole of the Sacram ento valley w ill be 
under water before our citizens need have 
any fear of an inundation. 
T he north 
levee, for som e distance beyond th e city, is 
com pletely protected by a "heavy grow th of 
willows and underbrush. 
F or som e dis 
tance this ,-ide of B righton, it is m ade of 
hard pan, upon w hich it seems im possible 
to grow Berm uda grass or any kind of trees. 
In speaking of the jetty dam s. Mr. Neil- 
sen said they had been a success, but were 


n ot placed in the channel w ith a sufficient 
angle. 
As it was, som e portions had been 
w ashed out by th e force of the current 
w hich struck squarely against them . They 
caused the channel to cut aw ay th e sand 
bars on the opposite side of the river, 
w idened and deepened it. thus affording a 
protection for w hat was alw ays considered 
the m ost vulnerable portion of th e levee. 
T here m ight be som e little w ork done at 
Tw enty-fifth and T w enty-sixth streets, out­ 
side th e levee, to keep the w ater from going 
through th e old channel. 
It is perfectly 
safe at present, however, but’ anything in 
th e shape of work to keep the A m erican as 
far froin our levees as possible, is m oney 
well expended. 
Since hydraulic m ining has been stopped 
on the A m erican, he said, he had noticed a 
very perceptible w idening and deepening 
of the channel, and the w ater carries but 
little detritus as com pared w ith form er 
years. 
T he channel im m ediately north of 
the city has deepened, during the past 
tw elve m onths, 011 an average from two to 
four feet. T his m akes the carrying capac­ 
ity of the river very m aterially larger, and 
it w ill continue to w iden and deepen so 
long as those in the m ountains are prohib­ 
ited from following their unhallow ed occu­ 
pation. 
I f the hydraulickers are perpetu­ 
ally enjoined the river will clear out a good 
channel in two years. 
T he first rise in the 
A m erican alw ays occurs at a low stage of 
w ater in the Sacram ento, and m illions of 
cubic yards of slickens are carried from the 
Am erican into the latterstream . If nature 
is thus let alone for a few years the A m eri­ 
can will once m ore become a river, w ith 
well-defined and high banks. 
W hat is 
true of the A m erican is equally true of the 
Sacram ento. 
It is crow ding the slickens 
and sand tow ard the bay, anil if the source 
o f supply is cut off from the m ines, a few 
years hence we m ay expect a larger portion 
of it to be engaged in shoaling th e bays, 
instead of offering obstacles to river navi­ 
gation.

T he dogs were all 
in good condition, so were the long-eared 
Ltpus. 
It was fun to see the slipper en­ 
deavoring to control the hounds with his 
“ neckerchief” slip s; it was m ore fun to 
see the hounds splash into ¡Kinds of waier, 
the splasliings of w hich alm ost obscured 
them from sight, and a perfect clim ax of 
fun to see how the hares took advantage of 
every possible puddle, and would dodge 
th eir fleet-footed pursuers every tim e the 
latter would be blinded by ’their own 
splasliings.

IX THE DEPTH OF A MiXIfAX 
WILDERNESS. 


A n im a l a n d V e g e ta b le L ife in P r i­ 
m ev al S o litu d e s—A .Jo u rn ey a n d 
D ive D eep in to th e P a st. 


(Special Correspondence of the Record-Union.] 
J alara, Mexico. Novemtier 18,1885. 
Abont fifty miles north of Jalapa, but 
w ithin the limits of this State of Vera Cruz, 
is fonnd the far-famed pyramid of Papant- 
la. 
One may go by diligencia as far as Tn- 
sintla. and thence proceed on muleback 
tlirough the almost impenetrable forest: 
but we preferred making the entire journey 
on donkeys, having learned from sad expe­ 
rience the discomforts of the diligencia, and 
■ knowing that the wildest route would be 
safer from lot cabellera del camino than the 
more frequented roads. Our party was a 
sm all one, comprising only two ladies, en 
elderly gentleman who was then one 
o f the acting Consuls in Mexico, his half­ 
grown son, two guides and three trusty 
servants. The men were well armed, the 
women neither given to nervousness nor 
unaccustomed to “ roughing it," the ham ­ 
pers crowded with camping delicacies, and 
the mules all staid, reliable beasts, whose 
“ wild oats”—if they ever had any—were 
long since sown. 
Therefore, taking no 
thought for the morrow, and endeavoring 
to forget that any world existed for us be­ 
yond the solemn woods, we turned our 
backs upon the nineteenth century and 
plunged into the misty past. 
According to universal custom, which in 
the tropics demands a long siesta during 
that portion of the day when Americans 
are most actively at work, the guides routed 
us at 2 a. M., anil soon the round full moon 
looked down upon 


A GHOSTLY PROCESSION, 
W inding sleepily along the wooded road. 
Low on the horizon lay the “ Southern 
Cross,” with all its stars complete, and 
familiar 
constellations which we have 
known from childhood in the far north, 
seemed to wink uppn us in friendly re­ 
cognition, though wandering so far from 
our proper orbit. In this southland, day­ 
break is the most delightful hour of the 
twenty-four—when Luna is paling at the 
approach of the sun, the skies flashing 
wonderful tints, every blossom giving forth 
its rarest odors, and the first faint stir of 
awaking life is heard. Two hours before 
the day-god showed his yellow head above 
the mountains, we had breakfasted sum pt­ 
uously by the wayside—on coffee and eggs 
boiled a la gypsy, luscious oranges, wuth 
which we fiiied our pockets as we rode 
under the trees, Mexican bread, guava jelly 
from Cuba and Indian cheese made of 
goats’ milk. 
As we penetrated deeper and deeper into 
the forest, the trail became almost undis- 
tinguishable, with giant trees in serried 
ranks rising close on every side. 
The 
sm allest of these woodland monarchs is at 
least a hundred feet high and twenty-five 
feet in diameter, and ali are overgrown 
with orchids and creepers, winding around 
the trunks and reaching from tree to tree, 
forming. 
A THOUSAND NATURAL ARBORS. 
At midday the sun scarcely penetrates these 
flowery fastnesses, and gloomy darkness 
envelopes them long before nightfall in the 
outer world, liirds of brilliant plumage— 
among them parrots and huge guacamayas, 
• or macaws, gorgeously dressed in yellow, 
red and green—fluttered fearlessly around 
us, having never learned the fear of man in 
fhese primeval solitudes. 
Among the many trees hitherto unknown 
to us is a species of magnolia, here known 
as yoloxochetl, covered with lovely, sweet- 
smelting flowers, which are pinkish white 
outside and yellow within. The petals, 
before full blown, assume the form of a 
cross, and afterwards of a splendid star. 
The superstitious Indians never fail tocross 
themselves at sight of one, and to tell vou 
that an infusion of the glittering leaves is a 
sure cure for various “sum mer complaints,” 
and that its flowers will relieve palpitation 
of the heart. 
Among the myriads of 
creepers is a species with scarlet leaves 
which is always found encircling the mag­ 
nolia. 
THE CELEBRATED “ WATER-PLANT,” 
One ot the family brornelaceoa. which Mexi­ 
cans call the Easter-flower. In case of dire 
necessity its large red leaves would ap­ 
pease hunger, but its chief mission is that 
of nature’s cup-bearer. Its leaves treasure 
the priceless dew and present to thirsty 
travelers a never-failing store. Our guides 
and servants—believing it to be a sort of 
“ holy w ater” bestowed by heaven because 
of the magnolia's cross and star—were per 
actually imbibing the moisture, and mut­ 
tering prayers to Maria puritsimoand all the 
saints in the calendar. 
I he valuable 
latii/la planifolia is in­ 
digenous to these hum id groves, and is 
carefully sought out by Indians of the tierra 
'■aliente. 
It is producer! only in the States 
of Vera Cruz and Oaxaca, though—accord­ 
ing to Baron Hum boldt—Europe received 
its entire supply of this commodity from 
Mexico, prior to 1812. Thearom atic-fruited 
plant was a-siduonsly cultivated by those 
ancient tribes known as Totonacs. who 
once inhabited all 
this 
coast 
region. 
Though the vanilla bran requires little 
care—nothing but shade and moisture be­ 
ing necessary, and is even more valuable 
than in the days when Aztec monarchs 
traded for it with the Totonacs—it is now 
but little cultivated. 
But it still springs 
up in the wilderness, and flourishes best 
far from the haunts of man, in hidden 
jungleson the slopes of the cordilleras. The 
descendants of the To ton. c i \t h > yet reside 
in these primitive villages, are restricted by 
rigorous laws from gathering this neglected 
plant at will. The vanilla harvest begins 
in March and ends in May, and during that 
season the Alcaldi of every hamlet appor­ 
tions to each man his quota of labor and 
profit—carefully looking oat for his own 
“ lion’s share ” of the proceeds. The deli­ 
cate pods are dried in the sun and shipped 
with greit solicitude, for every one of them 
has a sure marketable value.' 


HERE, TOO ABOUNDS THE JALAP, 
W ell know to materia medica—a tiny plant, 
with slender branches and heart-shaped 
¡eaves tinged with red, concealing hero and 
there a blossom of violet blue. It is known 
by the natives as toloupatl, and takes its pres­ 
ent name abroad from the town. Jalapa, 
which was its proper m art in Cortez’ days! 
The plant grows spontaneously on all the 
m ountains of southern Mexico, having tap­ 
roots of pear-like shape. Unfortunately 
the Indians destroy it by tearing away its 
tubercles, and the day is not distant when 
this much-prized drug will become more 
scarcer than quinine. These forests are 
full of wild guava, a sort of myrtle, grow­ 
ing naturally in the higher altitudes of the 
tropics, and attaining a bight of several 
feet. 
Its fruit, which seldom ripens before 
being eaten by birds anti larv.e. is luscious 
and indescribably fragrant. 
Everybody is 
fond of green guavas but few have ever 
had opportunity to know how they taste 
when fully ripened. 
They are iñ great 
favor among physicians, because of their 
astringent 
and 
anti-febrile properties. 
W hen cultivated, the shrub changes its 
appearance so much as to be scarcely recog­ 
nizable; its branches grow longer, its 
leaves acquire a silvery lining, and the fruit 
becomes as large as lemons, which it much 
resembles in shape and color. 
THE NITMEG-TREE 
Is found in greatest profusion in the neigh­ 
borhood of Tapantla. It is a stirub about 
ten feet high, and is becoming extremely 
rare in Mexico. 
The natives use aii 
enormous quantity of Malueea nutmegs, 
both as a remedy and a condiment—their 
chief medicines being these, camphor and 
asafa tida; but with characteristic improvi 
deuce they neglect nature's benefits, and 
buy what they might easily cultivate. 
T he woods are full of wild dahlias, grow­ 
ing about three feet high, and producing 
only single blossoms of pale yellow. They 
are perennial in Mexico, and from this 
country were first carried across the ocean. 
T he double flowers, with their hundred 
tints and varieties, have been produced by 
cultivation; and many a wealthy Mexican 
wiio imports his garden dahlias at great 
expense from Europe hits not the remotest 
idea that the plant is indigenous to his 
own soil. Dahlia roots are a staple article i 
-of food among the Indians, 
who eat 


them boiled and salted. Though som ew hat, 
insipid to the taste, they are decidedly 
preferable to wild potatoes. Perhaps the 
time is coming when the bulbs, made suc­ 
culent by horticulture,will furnish epicures 
with a new delicacy. Quien sabe? Space 
forbids description of the thousand things 
of interest to be found within the vast 
FORESTS OF VERA CRUZ ; 
Nor will I weary the reader with recount­ 
ing onr adventures. You can imagine the 
camp-tires that blazed at night to frighten 
away possible wild beasts, the sanguinary 
encounter with 
wood-ticks 
and those 
dreaded gnats called jrin-xins, scorpions, 
centipedes, etc.: and the shrieks of the 
ladies when a big but badly-scared rattle­ 
snake m ade'hls hasty exit from under the 
bed of freshly-cut boughs upon which their 
blankets were spread for the night’s repose. 
Next morning, while breakfasting upon the 
trunk of a fallen tree, our attention was 
attracted by a strong smell of roses, though 
not a rose was insight. Was the miracle 
of Santa tiuadalupe at Tepevacas about to 
be re-enacted? Diligent search revealed, 
under the bark of the log upon which we 
sat, several of those sky-blue insects with 
scarlet feet, whose name we hate forgotten, 
but with whose habits naturalists are fami­ 
liar. They are most common in the sandy 
soil of the coast, and are used by the ladies 
to perfume their linen, as our grandmothers 
used thym e and lavender. 
On the evening of the second day we 
arrived in good spirits at Papantla, a small 
village about six miles from the main pyra­ 
mid. The instant a stranger shows him ­ 
self at the wretched little hotel, he is 
besieged by guides and mule-owners—it 
being taken for granted, and with good 
reason, that he can have come for no other 
purpose than to explore the neighboring 
ruins. 
Happily, one intelligent Anglo- 
Saxon lives here—Dr. Autrey, an American 
physician—who is delighted to give the 
tourist allneeded information and tosuper- 
intend his preparations for the short but 
difficult journey into the wilderness. When 
the sun rose upon the ruins the morning 
following our arrival at Papantla. it found 
four puirs of American eyes, tilled with awe 
and wonder, gazing upon the 
RELICS OF AN UNKNOWN AGE. 
For centuries after the Spaniards had 
possessed themselves of this country the 
Indians jealously concealed from them all 
knowledge of these monuments, and they 
were accidentally discovered by a party of 
hunters as late as 1780. W hat manner of 
people built them, and lavished the work 
of a lifetime upon tlicir adornment, none 
can say with certainty, since they passed 
away in the morning of tim e and left no 
records except in undecipherable hiero­ 
glyphics. Numerous volumes have been 
written concerning the early peopling 
of 
America, and 
the 
most 
learned 
savants, 
after 
wrangling 
over 
the 
point 
for 
years, have 
given 
it 
up 
as 
an 
unguessable 
conundrum, and 
therefore we will not be so presumptuous 
as to hazard an opinion. Some wiseacres, 
seeking to find the root of the hum an tree 
in the Bible, have ascribed the mighty 
monuments scattered ail over Mexico and 
Central America to the sons of Noah, the 
Jews, Egyptians, Canaanites, Phoneeians 
and Carthageuiaus; others to the ancient 
Greeks, Scythians or Chinese. 
Many 
equally good authorities believe the abori­ 
gines of this continent to have been a sep- 
erate race, not descended from (lie same 
lather Adam as the rest of m ankind, but 
created or “ evoluted ’ on the spot; while 
others are certain that they sprang from 
some races which escaped that great inun­ 
dation by which most of the hum an 
family perished. Able writers have labored 
to prove that the sea ami land have changed 
places, that the two continents have been 
joined together, and rent asunder by earth­ 
quakes, and consequently at some "remote 
period the inhabitants of either could have 
passed over dry shod, and that A tlantis— 
the great island which Plato says was the 
ancient seat of civilization—has been swal­ 
lowed up in midocean. Yet after centuries 
of speculation and theory the world is no 
wiser than before, so far as positive knowl­ 
edge is concerned. This 
PYRAMID OF PAPANTLA 
Is not built of bricks or clay mixed with 
whinstones, as most of those in Mexico, 
but of immense blocks of porphyry, in the 
seams of which mortar mav still be dis­ 
tinguished. The base of the'pvramid is an 
exact square, each side eightv-two feet 
long, with a perpendicular height of sixty 
feet. 
Like ail Mexican tcocallis, or places 
of hum an sacrifice, it is composed of six 
successive stages, a great stairway leading to 
the truncated summit. Hieroglyphics and 
strange figures—such as serpents, frogs and 
crocodiles—are carved in 
relief on the 
faced stones of each story; while the 
square niches, 366 in number, have given 
rise to a conjecture that they had some re­ 
ligious connection with the ancient Toltec 
calendar. The twelve additional niches in 
the stairway toward the east, mav have 
stood for the twelve “ useless ” or intercal­ 
ate.! days at the end of their cvclc. 
This edifice is remarkable, not so much 
for size as for perfect symmetry, the polish 
ot the stones, and thé regulanty of their 
cut. 
In his great work on “New Spain,’’ 
Baron Humboldt'refers to the analogy of 
the brick monuments of Mexico to"the 
temple of Bolus at Babylon, and the pyra­ 
mids near Sakhara, in Egypt. He says : 
“ There are in Anahuac pyram ids of sev­ 
eral stages, in the forests of Papantla, at a 
small elevation above tne sea; and in the 
plains of Cholula and Teotihucan, at ele­ 
vations surpassing those of our passes in 
the Alps. 
We are astonished to see in re­ 
gions most remote from one another, and 
under climates of the greatest diversity, 
m an following the same model in his ed­ 
ifices, his ornaments, his habits, and even 
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the form of his political institutions.” 
; State of Vera Cruz is 
The whole 
RICH IN RUINS, 
A nd doubtless others are still undiscovered 
in th e depths of unexplored forests, or cov­ 
ered by lakes—like th at subm erged city of 
great antiquity w hich has recently been 
found at th e bottom of Laguna del Tam ia- 
huac. 
Then there is the great pyram id, 
forty-five m iles westward, near T u sap an ; 
th e wonderful teocallis, called El Tajin ; 
the extensive ruins near Coyutla. near the 
river Tecolutla; crum bling cities hidden in 
th e hills of T am iico ; th e colossal rem ains 1 
of T ailio; ancient tow ers and tem ples on ; 
tiie Rio Pan neo ; the pyram id of M isantla, ! 
th irty m iles norjh o f jalap a, and another j 
ot surpassing interest at Mapilca. 
Like dutiful scribes, we clim bed th e tiity- 
scveu high steps th a t led to the top of Pa- 
p autla's pyram id, and tried to fancy the 
feelings of the w retched victim s who", cen­ 
turies ago, wont up those crum bling stairs 
to a horrible death. 
Being on the spot, it 
requires no great stretch o f 
im agina­ 
tion 
to hear the beat of 
the lugu­ 
brious 
w ar drum : 
to 
see ourselves 
as a 
m ournful procession of trem bling 
captiv.s forced to the sacrifice, and the 
addis-anointeil 
priests—those 
frightful 
creaiures w ith flowing locks and scarlet 
robes—w aiting upon the sum m it w ith their 
rude knives of volcanic glass, to tear out 
onr living hearts as an oblation to their 
g o d s! 
. 
, 
No pen can do justice to th at m elancholy 
scene, as we stood at nightfall am ong the 
ruins of a people long passed away. W here 
are the hands th at w rought, and w hither 
in infinite space has th is strange religion 
carried the souls th at 
w orshiped here, 
ages ago? T he w inds, w ailing through the 
pathless forest, seemed fu llo f voices clam or­ 
ing to answ er—but in unknow n tongues, 
whose legends we could not com prehend.

The various labor 
Unions here are in nightly session with the 
view to devise means to relieve their tin 
employed members, and the aggressive 
point will be upon the resident Chinese. 
The subject is an open secret, and is being 
freely discussed in all public resorts were 
intelligent men congregate to interchange 
ideas upon 
the current 
topics of the 
moment. Although riots and mobs are 
greatly to be deprecated, yet, from what I 
can learn, the time is not far distant when 
the 15,000 or 20,000 unemployed laborers of 
San Francisco will rise en masse and de­ 
mand what they deem their rights, regard­ 
less of the country's laws. 
The m urm ur 
of discontent is gradually growing more 
distinct, and it has already reached the 
listening ear of the Chine e, who are pre­ 
paring themselves for the most desperate 
emergency. The subjoined will corrobtí­ 
rate the foregoing statement. 
CHINESE PURCHASE OF TIIE PALACE HOTEL. 
Recently it was common report that a 
Chinese syndicate bad offered $2,000,000 for 
the 1’alace Hotel property.

H e answered 
in the affirmative, adding that the syndi­ 
cate had been prepared to pay $2,500,000 
for the property, but npon mature delib­ 
eration they arrived at the conclusion that 
the investment would prove an unwise 
one at the present juncture. They soundly 
reasoned that by thrusting themselves in 
the midst of the fashionable white quarters 
just now and occupying the most ornam ent­ 
al edifice in the city, they would be piling 
combustible material upon a smoldering 
fire, thus hastening on what they also be­ 
lieved the inevitable, and further nego­ 
tiations for the purchase were set aside. 
This is one of the most convincing proofs 
of their faith in the coming storm.

They do 
not purpose imitating the French Com­ 
mune—indiscriminately sacrificing life and 
property—but 
will 
confine 
themselves 
solely to the expulsion of the obnoxious 
clement. Gf course I merely give you this 
as a m atter of current news.

The building at first occupied was a one- 
story brick, which was soon outgrown, and 
in 1881 was removed to make place for a 
fine, handsome one erected that vear. It 
has a frontage of 40 feet and depth of 100 
feet,with two stories and basement. Nearly 
all the building is occupied bv Mr. Peterson 
for m anufacturing and salesrooms. This 
establishment has shared the general pros­ 
perity which has crowned the energetic 
efforts ot Sacramento business men, aided 
by the central and advantageous location 
and facilities of the city for manufacturing 
and supplying the demands of trade. Com­ 
mencing in a small way, the establishment 
now affords employment for about twenty 
persons, and, while it is but one among 
several confectionery houses here, its busi­ 
ness transactions am ount to nearly $75,000 
per annum , thus indicating the extent of 
trade in this one line that is enjoyed by the 
Capital City.
